menting on tbla passage, Professor 
Pheips says: 


"We ought to remember that Scott 


and Byron were colossal figures, so big 
that no eye could miss them, and that 
the reason why Kipling has enjoyed 
substantial rewards Is not because of 
his political views, nor becanse of bis 
glorification of the British empire, but 
simply because of-his literary genius.
